Johnson's friends kept up the losing 


fight and succeeded in forcing a Z- 
cent fare, icgardless of the fact that 
the company was operating at a loss, 
until September 1, 1914, when the 
losses could not be met longer, and 
the city consented to an increase in 
fares. A million and a half deficit 
had been piled up before the increase 
was put into effect.

ed and operated properties is politics.

Fall Orchard Management, 


A correspondent near Harrisburg 


writes to State Zoologist H, A. Sur- 
face, Harrisburg. Pa., saying. "I have 
ac orchard of apple trees several years 
old. They have never been taken care 
of. and I wish to put the orchard in 
good shape. 


"Will you please advise me a* to 


when I shall have the trees trimmed, 
and also if I must spray them ? Wfaeu 
should this be done and with what? 
Should thegiouna be cultivated, and 
if So should anything be planted in if? 
should it be limed and manured ?•'' 


in reply to these comprehensive in- 


quiries Professor Surface wrote the 
following letter which outlines proper 
treatment for thousands of orchards in 
this State : 


"You should have the trees pruned 


at any time you wish between the- 
tiuie when the leaves commence to 
fall and soon after tbe buds burst in 
tbe spring. The dormant season is 
best. At any time during the winter 
will be all right. 
If you spray you 


should spray once when 
dormant 


witn strong lime-sulfur solution. bo<]- 
ing together in any kind of a vessel, 
excepting copper, two pounds of sul- 
tur and oue pound of lime for each 
gallon of waier. Boil forty-five min-

They also testify to the 
existence of a new aud influential pub- 
lic opinion, aoout war and peace, to 
which nations that go to war think il 
deeirable to appeal for juttiricauou or 
moral support. 


These publications have been read 


with intense interest by impartial ob- 
servers in all parts of the world, and 
have in many cases determined the di 
recnon of the readers' sympathy aud 
good will ; and yet none of them dis- 
closes or deals with the real sources of 
the unprecedented calamity.

The intense desire for colonies, and 


for the .spread of (Jermun commerce

German Desire for World Empire. 


The prime source of tbe present im- 


mense disaster in Europe is tbe desire 
on tbe part of Germany lor world-em- 
pire, a desire which one European na- 
tion after anotner has made its su- 
preme motive, and none that has once 
adopted it ha« ever completely eradi- 
cated. Germany arrived late at this 
desire, being prevented until 1870 
from indulging it. because of her lack 
o* unity, or rather because of being;
